Oh glo- 
rious Days of modern Patrioufm, when the People 
fhall be thus virtuous, and thus religious ; when Per- 
fecution fhall be their Virtue, and Superftition their 
Religion! how greatly are all Exghj>men indebted to 
thefe Wortbies, who have taken fuch indefatigable Pains 
to difcover what will better their Circumflances, and 
make them both happier and honefter Men! how wife 
have they been in their Parfuits, and how fuccefsful 
to hit upon fo excellent a Prefervative of Religion and 
Virtue ! may they be rewarded according to their 
Works. :

RL yr it is oy they pretend, for the Sake of 
preferving the Balance of our Conflitution, that they 
would empty the Royal Scale ; that they would make 
the Kingly Powerof no Weight? Is it from a Concern 
for the Conftitutional Balance that they would give al- 
moft all Power into the Hands of the Commons, that 
they fhould have Power to appoint, not only the Taxes, 

but the Tax Gatherers; not only the Navy, but the 
Commanders of the Navy ; not only the Army, but 
the Officers of the Army ? Is this their Proje& to pre- 
ferve the Balance? And do thefe wife Politicians 
really think, that the King, with two or three Officers 
which they would give him Leave to chuie, would 
have any Share in the Balance againft fuch a Power, 
back’d with fuch a Number of Officers that would have 
no Dependence upon him?
